What are the definitions of 


abuse? 

Abuse to a woman hap- 
pens when your husband or 
boyfriend mistreats you. It 
takes many forms and-has 
many names: battered 
women, spousal abuse, wife 
abuse. 

Physical abuse is any ag- 
gressive behaviour directed 
at another’s body, such as 
pushing, pinching, squeez- 
ing, shaking, grabbing, bit- 
ing, slapping, punching, 
kicking, or choking. It also 
includes throwing objects or 
using a weapon. Obviously, 
such conduct will often re- 
sult in serious injuries, but 
many women are subjected 
to varying degrees of physi- 


cal abuse without suffering 
physical injury visible to the 
eye. 

Sexual abuse is forced 
participation in any type of 
sexual activity. No one, not 
even a husband, has the night 
to force a woman to partici- 
pate in sexual activity if she 
doesn’t want to. if force or 
threats of force are used to 
gain the woman’s compli- 
ance, the man can be 
charged with sexual assault. 

Psychological and verbal 
abuse involve the infliction 
of emotional pain and suf- 
fering by doing things to 
control or degrade, such as 
persistent verbal attacks on 


self-esteem, repeated accu- 
sations of infidelity, threats 
of suicide, control over 
friends and money, and 
threats of harm to others. 

Forced confinement is 
when someone does not al- 
low another person out of, 
for example, a house, room, 
bed, or chair for extended 
periods of time. 

Abuse towards pets or 
property is the destruction 
of property or animals with 
the explicit or implicit threat 
that “she is next.”

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Passing of ‘gun- permit deadline creates thousands of criminals 


Last-minute rush on li- 
cences falls short of getting 
every owner into central reg- 
istry 

The federal government 
received a last-minute rush of 
licence applications from gun 
owners, but it appears that 
hundreds of thousands of 
people let the Jan. | deadline 
pass and now own their guns 
illegally. Officials with the fed- 
eral government's Canadian 
Firearms Centre said yester- 
day they received thousands 
of applications in a final-week 
rush, but have not yet com- 
piled a final tally of the 
number of licensees. They 
said the rush brought in thou- 
sands of applications a day 
since they counted 1.8 mil- 
lion licensees in late Decem- 
ber. But it appeared likely that 
the final total would remain 
hundreds of thousands short 
of the 2.2 million Canadian 
gun owners estimated by the 
federal Justice Department. 
“The bags [of applications] 
are in, but they haven't 
counted them yet,” said David 
Austin, a spokesman for the 
centre. “It's up considerably, 
but we haven't got any num- 
bers.” Although the gap 
means that hundreds of thou- 
sands of gun owners are now 


violating the Criminal C ade, 
police forces across the 
country said they have no 
plan to enforce conipliance, 
Royal Canadian’ Mounted 
Police spokesman Paul 
Marsh said the force will not 
draw up any special meas- 
ures but will only investigate 
violations they come across 
as part of ordinary police 
operations. Police forces 
across Canada said yester- 
day they will also follow that 
approach. In Alberta, where 
the government has opposed 
the federal gun registry, 
forces in Edmonton and 
Calgary have made it clear 
they will put no special re- 
sources into enforcing the 
law, and a provincial Justice 
spokesman said officials 
have asked police to use 
“common sense and discre- 
tion.” Under the federal Fire- 
arms Act, also known by its 
bill number, C-68, all gun 
owners had to obtain a li- 
cence before Jan. |. By 
2003. gun owners will be 
required to register each gun 
they own. The law has been 
attacked by firearms advo- 
cates, many of whom fear 
that the registry will eventu- 
ally be used to confiscate 
guns. Dr. Edward Hudson, 


a Saskatoon veterinarian 
whois president of the Law- 


abiding Unregistered Fire- 


arms Association, said he ts 
not opposed in principle to 
licensing gun owners, but he 
said many gun owners ob- 
ject to it because it is a pre- 
cursor to the registration re- 
quirements that will come 
into effect in two years. 
They see that phase as the 
first step to confiscation. 
The hundreds of thousands 
of gun owners who did not 
obtain licences are clearly 
protesting through Civil diso- 
bedience, Dr. Hudson said. 
“It's impossible to have 
missed the deadline, given all 
the publicity the federal gov- 
ernment put out,” he said. 
“Basically, gun owners, es- 
pecially in Western Canada, 
hate, detest Bill C-68 and 
will not comply with it.” In 
Calgary, gun owner James 
MeDermott was arrested in 
front of City Hall Monday as 
he sought to become the first 
person to be arrested for vio- 
lating the licensing require- 
ment -- a Criminal Code of- 
fence. Calgary police offic- 
ers arrested Mr. McDermott 
and charged him with an 


older offence. possession of

Last Minute Rush Overwhelms Government 


The federal gun registry is 
awash in applications for per- 
mits. 

The registry already had a 
backlog of applications wait- 
ing to be processed. 

But a last-minute rush by 
gun owners to apply for fire- 
arm possession permits be- 
fore the New Year's Day 
deadline has added to the 
workload. 

A spokeswoman for the 
Canadian Firearms Centre 
says she doesn’t know the 
size of the backlog -- and 
won't know until later this 
month how many people have 
applied. 

The government has said 


there will be a six-month 
grace period for people who 
have filed an application, but 
have yet to receive a licence. 

No one knows how 
many are in that category. 

Gun owners who hadn't 
applied before the law for- 
mally went into effect Mon- 
day have lost their chance for 
a bargain. too. 


Simple possession li- 
cences, which were available 
only up to December 31. 
cost $10. 

Procrastinators now will 
have to apply for a posses- 
sion and acquisition licence, 
at $60.

ers, but Mr. Austin said ‘the 
federal government believes 
many gun owners have sold 
or turned in-their guns. Po- 
lice departments have in fact 
reported a large increase in 
recent weeks in the number 
of guns being turned in, and 
gun shops said they have | 
been doing a brisk trade with 
people getting rid of guns to 
avoid licensing requirements. 
However, Jim Hinter, presi- 
dent of the National Firearm 
Association, said there are 
still many more gun owners 
than the government esti- 
mates -- perhaps millions 
more. He said that by any 
count, there are suddenly 
hundreds of thousands of 
new criminals, and that’s bad 
policy. “At the very least, 

hundreds of thousands of 
people have said ‘to hell with 
it,’ * Mr. Hinter said. “If halt 
a million people told [the fed- 
eral government] to stick it, 
that should scare the hell out 
of them. Are those 500,000 
people going to pay taxes 
this year?”

quit smoking.” 
Research indicates that 


people go through a series of 


stages when they move from 
smoking to becoming 
smoke-free. The first sign of 
motion is when a smoker 
considers the idea of quitting. 
even if he, or she, is not 


ready to do anything about . 


it yet. In Ontario, one in 
every four people smoke 
despite medical evidence that 
tobacco kills more than 
12,000 people every year. 


Some smokers say they en- 
joy smoking and have no in- 
tention of quitting, but an 
Angus Reid survey done in 
1998 showed that up to half 
of all smokers questioned 
said they want to quit. 

The Health Unit also has 
information and resources to 
suppart professionals in this 
important role. “Calling It 
Quits” is a guide to what is 
available free of charge to 
assist smokers with quitting. 
This pamphlet lists where to 
find printed self-help mate- 
rials, group cessation pro- 
grams, telephone support, as 
well as supportive and inter- 
active web sites. There are 
also a few tips on quitting 
and a list of some of the posi- 
tive effects on the body that 
occur as they become smoke 
tree.

Recalling a classic Allan Cup series 


The day the Trapper 
dream was shattered 


Editor's Note: As a young 
sports reporter with the North 
Bay Nugget, one of the high- 
lights was covering the thrill- 
ing Allan Cup eastern final 
series in 1957. Because there 
was so much interest in the 
outcome, the final game was 
played at Maple Leaf Gar- 
dens in Toronto. Here's a 
flashback of that historic 
serie S:

t was the year movie 

tough guy Humphrey 

Bogart died of throat 
ancer. 

James Hoffa, the big man 
in the Teamster’s Union, 
was indicted for bribery and 
conspiracy by a grand jury. 
Sugar Ray Robinson re- 
gained the middleweight ti- 
tle for the fourth time, de- 
feating Gene Fullmer. 

And,’in Canada, John 
Diefenbaker had jUst led a 
Conservative victory at the 
polls to end a 22-year Lib- 

_ eral dynasty. 


The year, 1957, was also 
an eventful time for the 
North Bay Trappers, a sen- 
ior hockey team with ambi- 
tions of giving that northern 
city the distinction of win- 
ning the Allan Cup champi- 
onship for the first time. 
Such an honour would also 
earn the Trappers an oppor- 
tunity to represent Canada in 
the world tournament at 


‘Oslo, Norway the following 


year. 

It’s hard to believe that 
this April will mark the 44th 
anniversary year of that 
memorable series in which 
the Whitby Dunlops turned 
North Bay’s dream of glory 
into a nightmare of frustra- 
tion. The Trappers and 
Dunnies were unquestion- 
ably the two best senior 
clubs in Canada at that time. 

The Spokane Flyers, as 
western senior champions, 
waited in the wings to meet 
the winner but few experts 
were taking their bid seri- 
ously. Everyone knew Cana- 
da’s hopes of maintaining its 


reputation against the Rus- 
sian hockey menace at Oslo 
would rest with either the 
Dunlops, coached by Wren 
Blair, or the Trappers, led by 
playing-coach Eddie Reigle, 
a former AHL all-star. 

The reason for this exer- 
cise in nostalgia is that I re- 
cently came across a page 
out of the Toronto Telegram 
sports section, yellow with 
age, that was buried in an old 
box with other souvenirs of 
the past. 


A heart-breaker! 

It told the story, a,heart- 
breaking one if you happened 
to be from North Bay. The 
headline “Whitby Cinderellas 
oust North Bay- 7-5”, 
summed up the story in clini- 
cal fashion. There was far 
more emotional impact than 
that bare headline suggested. 

Going into the series, 
both teams were supremely 
confident. North Bay had 
proven to be the class of the

Truth about high protein in low carbo diets 


The popular high protein 
low carbohydrate diets are 
based on the idea that carbo- 
hydrates are bad or unhealthy 
because they produce an in 
sulin response in the body 
that leads to weight gain. 
These diets often allow un- 
limited meat, cheese and eggs 
while banning sweets, rice, 
pasta and breads. 

Most of the high protein 
low carbohydrate diets today 
came from diets developed in 
the 1940s by the New York 
City Department of Health. 
They were originally devel- 
oped for diabetics before in- 
sulin was available. 

These diets are popular 
because weight loss occurs 
quickly in the beginning. In 
some diets people are re- 
quired to follow a high pro- 
tein low carbohydrate meal 
plan where portion sizes are 
controlled. Often this re-

If the diet ts 
continued then slow weight 
loss occurs usually due to 
restricted calories or a de 
crease in appetite. - 

High protein low carbo 
hydrate diets are often high 
in saturated fat and choles- 
terol and can increase the 
risk of heart disease. 

They are also linked with 
an increased risk of breast 
and colon cancer and can 
cause the body to lose cal- 
cium which may lead to the 
development of osteoporo- 
sis and weak bones. After a 
few days on a high protein 
low carbohydrate diet an un-

Orillia—The Provincial 
Traffic and Marine Section

I was 
only half-kidding when I re- 
minded him that I had never 
forgiven him and the rest of 
the Dunnies for spoiling that 
magic moment for me and 
other North Bay fans in 
1957. 

He certainly didn’t apolo- 
gize. 

Also made me wonder 
whether Attersley’s success 
at the polls was because of 
his political astuteness ‘or 
whether it was, at least in 
part, an appreciative dividend 
earned from those glory days 
with the Dunnies.

Good Nutrition is impor- 
tant at any age. A healthy diet

Canada's Food Guide to 
Healthy Eating suggests that 
Canadians enjoy a wide va- 
riety of foods, put more em- 
phasize on breads and cere- 
als, other grain products and 
vegetables and fruit.

Winter Fishing | 


Johnson 


When there is snow on 
the trees the trout still feed. 
With the long days of 
summer far behind us, 
many flyfisherman pack up 


their rods and return to their . 


vises with anticipation of 
spring. What many fly 
rodders don’t realize is that 
the winter months can bring 
some fine fishing experi- 
ences. 

The first question many 
flyfishers ask about winter 
fishing is, what flies work 
best in cold water tempera- 
tures? The answer, nymphs 
that are familiar to the 
stream you are fishing. In 
the streams a lot of people 
fish there are usually an 
abundance of march 
browns, stoneflies, baetis 
and caddis. But the one fly 
I recommend to any one 
new to nymphing is the gold 
ribbed hare’s ear. This 
nymph is an excellent 
searching pattern which 
mimics many different spe- 
cies of nymphs. This-can be 
effective in just about any 
trout stream in the world. 

The second class of flies 
that work well are stream- 
ers. These are flies that rep- 
resent bait fish . The 
streamer I use the most is a 
size 14 white marabou 
streamer. I fish it using a 
short retrieve and an eight 
count on every strip. An 
eight count retrieve is, strip- 


ping the fly then counting to. 


eight before the next strip. 
‘Wollybuggers, gray ghost, 
and muddler minnows are 
also favorable flies. 


But don’t think all winter 
fishing is done subsurface, 
there are also good hatches 
of small blue wing olives sub 
surface. 

There are alsO good 
hatches of little blue wing 
olives and midges. 

So if nymph fishing or 
streamer fishing isn’tin your 
favor always look for rising 
trout,because they may be 
out there.

Exhibit at Toronto’s Royal Ontario Museum tells 
how electricity changed lives 


' When Ontarians count 
their blessings, Niagara Falls 
is high on the list. Not only 
for its’; world-famous beauty 
as a spectacular tourist mag- 
net, but also because it’s a 
mighty power source that 
gave Ontario a giant indus- 


trial headstart over other 


provinces as electricity came 
into play at the turn of the 
20th century. 

it's a fascinating story 


that's colourfully told with. 


humour and nostalgia in the 
just-opened Royal Ontario 
Museum exhibition Power 
For the People: Electricity 
Transforms Ontario. 
Running through March 
20, the exhibition includes in- 
triguing hands-on displays, 
quaint old magazine adver- 
tisements heralding newfan- 
gled electrical appliances, 
and lively texts on the ac- 
companying revolution in 
social, urban and farm life. 


“We're so familiar with 
electricity that we don't see 
the oddity of it,” says cura- 
tor Felicity Pope, except 
when the power fails for 20 
minutes and people realize 
how dependent they are. 

Big sepia-coloured photos 
illustrate how power allowed 
clanging streetcars to travel 
the roads in Toronto - “peo- 
ple no longer were limited by 
how far they could walk in 
a day.” Main thoroughfares 
were illuminated and labour- 
saving “electrical servants” 
were introduced to the 
household. 

The biggest changes 
came in industry and manu- 
facturing as the web of elec- 
trical wires spread to towns 
and villages. Kitchener, then 
named Berlin, was the first 
of the smaller centres

“If you look at Canada’s 
ood Guide, they’re talking 
bout five to 12 servings of 
rain products, five to 10 
srvings of fruits and veg- 
tables. It’s a lot to eat. And 
1a busy lifestyle where peo- 
le don’t have the time to eat 
ll of that...” Is there a 
light undertone of guilt 
ere? “I know what I 
hould eat but I don’t al- 
vays,” Epstein confesses. 
Even those of us who think 
ve know how to eat prop- 
rly, for a variety of reasons, 
ve aren't. We grab a quick 
yite here and there.” 

A recent national survey, 
‘onducted for the manufac- 
urer of a brand name multi- 
vitamin, found that only 
:bout one-third of Canadians 
hink they eat properly. 
Even those folks may be giv- 
ing themselves too much 
sredit, says Dr. Donald 
Hensrud, a nutritional expert 
at the Mayo Clinic in 
Rochester, Minn. 

“Everybody thinks they 
know a little bit more about 
nutrition than what they do,” 
he says. Hensrud is the edi- 
tor of a new book, the Mayo 
Clinic on Healthy Weight, 
which represents the collec- 
tive nutritional wisdom of the 
medical staff of the re- 
nowned clinic. The bottom 
line is that learning to eat 
properly is not only good for 
your health, it is the only

weight, Hensrud says. 
“People should look at it as 
just changing the way they 
eat, rather than going on a 
diet. And that way if they are 
making comfortable, enjoy- 
able changes, they will be 
more sustainable.” And 
changing the way you eat is 
possible, he says, noting that 
when two per cent milk was 
introduced, people accus- 
tomed to whole milk dis- 
missed it as tasting like wa- 
ter. “After people do it

difficult for people,” he ac- 
knowledges. “After you 
stick with it for awhile, then 
that becomes your normal 
behaviour.” 

So as you set out to 
change your eating behav- 
iour, what should you eat? 
The Canada food guide. 
Health Canada’s Bible on 
healthy eating, says you 
should consume the follow- 
ing each and every day: 

Five to 12 servings of 
grain products, which in- 
clude cereals, breads, pasta 
and riee. Five to 10 por- 
tions of vegetables and fruits. 
Two to four servings of dairy 
products for adults (slightly 
more for teenagers and preg- 
nant women). Two to three 
servings of protein, includ- 


ing meat, fish, eggs. tofu, 
peanut butter or legumes 
such as dried beans, peas or 
lentils. From the sounds of 
it, you could be eating all day. 
“Exactly. And I think that’s 


“why it’s not always possible 


for people, especially when 
you're busy,” says Halifax 
dietitian Suzanne Berryman, 
But just where you belong on 
the sliding scale of recom- 
mended servings depends on 
your age, body size, activity 
level and gender, she notes. 
Inactive middle-aged women 
for instance, might be better 
off with five servings of 
grain products, while teen- 
age hockey players will likely 
need the full 12 Learning 
about portions is an impor- 
tant part of learning to eat 
right. One slice of bread is a 
serving of grain, as is a cup 
of pasta. A medium size 
fruit or vegetable is a por- 


tion, as is half a cup of broc- 
coli, one cup of-salad and 
half a cup of juice. A dairy 
portion can be three-quarters 
of a cup of yogurt or a cup 
of milk or 50 grams of 
cheese -- about the size of a 
pair of dice. Protein serv- 
ings can be one-third of a 
cup of tofu; two tablespoons 
of peanut butter, or a por- 
tion of meat or fish about the 
size of a deck of cards. 

Forget 16 ounce sirloins, 
in other words. “You could 
see how we could consume 
too much of that group.” 
Berryman says. Think low- 
fat. Lean cuts. 
Monounsaturated — fats. 
Whole grain. Variety. 

“We emphasize variety 
because every fruit and veg- 
etable has different vitamins 
and minerals in it,” Berryman 
says. 

That said, all fruits and

vegetables weren't created 
equal. Dark green vegetables 
and orange vegetables and 
fruits are higher in antioxt- 
dants, which protect against 
cancer. “So anything green 
or orange is great,” 
Berryman says. In fact, the 
Mayo folks are high on plant 
matter of any kind. They 
aren't urging everyone to 
follow k.d. lang’s example, 
but they do believe North 
Americans would be better 
off eating more foods de- 
rived from plants. 

“What we're suggesting 
is that the more people can 
switch the balance of their 
diet towards plant products 
and decrease animal prod- 
ucts, the better it will be. 

Not only for weight man- 
agement, but there's evi 
dence in cancer prevention, 
hypertension, diabetes, heart 
disease -- many of the ma- 


* 


jor chronic conditions will all 
benefit from that approach,” 
Hensrud says. 

They suggest unlimited 
amounts of vegetables and 
fruits. That food group 
forms the base of their 
healthy weight pyramid, a 
tool designed to help people 
remember what to eat and in 
what proportions. The rest 
of the pyramid, in ascend- 
ing order, is: carbohydrates, 
protein and dairy and fats 
Right up at the tip is room 
- just a little -- for sweets. 

They recommend limiting 
sweet intake to 75 calories a 
day. “If you're going to 
have a piece of chocolate. 
have a really good piece of 
chocolate.” Hensrud sug:

Skin Cancer 


Scientists Find New Clue to Tackle Skin Cancer 


American scientists said 
on Wednesday they had 
found a new clue that could 
improve the diagnosis and 
treatment of malignant 
melanoma, the deadliest form 
of skin cancer. 

Melanoma is one of the 
most aggressive cancers be- 
cause it does not respond to 
chemotherapy drugs and 
spreads quickly to other 
parts of the body. 

But researchers at New 
York's Cold Spring Harbor 
Laboratory, working with 
colleagues at Memorial 
Sloan-Kettering Cancer 
Center and Johns Hopkins 
University in Maryland, have 
discovered why melanoma is 
so resistant to cancer-killing 
drugs. 

The answer lies in a gene 
called Apaf-1. which causes 
cancerous cells to self-de- 
struct in a process called 
apoptosis. 

In melanoma tumors, the 
gene is switched off so can- 
cerous cells do not kill them- 
selves but replicate and 
cause tumors. 

“Apaf-1 was found to be 
inactivated in a high percent- 


age of metastatic melanom: as 


(cancer that has spread to 


other parts of the body). We - 


propose that this could be 
one of the reasons why this 
tumor type is so chermo-re- 
sistant,” said Maria Soengas., 
a microbiologist at Cold 
Spring Harbor Laboratory. 

Until now, it has been a 
mystery how melanomas fe- 
sist chemotherapy drugs. 
Scientists had been puzzled 
by melanoma because unlike 
many other fast-spreading 
cancers it is not linked to-a 
defect in the p53 gene, which 
is a key to apoptosis. 

In melanomas, p53, a 
tumor suppressor gene, is 
normal but cancerous cells 
still survive. 


seta et 2 €¢ eG Fs 4 
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leagues unexpectedly found 
that Apaf-1 was inactivated 
in 42 percent of human skin 
cancer tumors they studied. 
Their research is published 
in the latest edition of the 
science journal Nature. 

When they restored the 
function of Apaf-1 in the skin 
cancer cells they became 
more sensitive to anti-cancer 
drugs. 

“We could try to find 
drugs or protein factors that 
work like Apaf-1.° Soengas 
said. 

Malignant melanoma is 
the most common cause of 
cancerous deaths among 25 
29 year olds. It one of the 
fastest growing cancers in 
the world, particularly in 
warm, sunny countries. 

Excessive exposure to ul- 
traviolet rays from the sun 
is a major risk factor. About 
one in 75 Americans and one 
in 25-30 Australians will de- 
velop the disease, according 
to Soengas. 

The cancer usually starts 


with a small brown or black 
mark on the skin and is of- 
ten confused with a mole. If 
it is caught early the disease 
can be cured.

‘Ontario’s top judge and 
the province’s attorney gen- 
eral clashed recently over a 
government proposal to 
open the province *s courts 
for night sessions. 

Attorney General Jim 
Flaherty said the province 
wants to introduce night 
courts in Ontario in order to 
restore public confidence in 
the administration of justice: 
Flaherty said in a release that 
longer court hours are 
needed to help. reduce 
lengthy delays in getting 
cases to trial. The announce- 
ment came on the day he 
spoke at the courts’ annual 
opening ceremonies and af- 
ter he criticized judges for 
keeping “bankers’ hours.” 

Roy McMurtry, Ontario’s 
chief justice, quickly rejected 
the idea calling it a “disserv- 
ice to litigants.” 

McMurtry said the pos- 
sibility that courts would 
operate in shifts had been 

‘studied before and was re- 
jected by the Ontario govern- 
ment as too expensive. 

McMurtry, a former at- 
torney general in the 1980s, 
said studies show judges can 
no longer concentrate after 
hearing about four hours of 
evidence. 

“It’s very difficult for a 
trial judge, day in and day 
out, to listen to more than 
approximately 4'4 hours of 
evidence a day and still be 
able to concentrate and fo- 
cus on the evidence that is 
being given,” he said. 

McMurtry anid others said 
judges spend a lot of time

hooked up in 1910, followed 
by Guelph, Brampton, 
Dundas, Ingersol and Strat- 
ford. 

Daredevil high-wire 
workers, sometimes called 
“squirrel gangs,” began 
stringing wires across the 
face of Ontario, then a world 
léader in bringing light and 
power to the inky country- 
side. 

Aside from the ROM ex- 
hibition, a complementary 
exhibit called Electricity in 
Action is travelling Ontario 
over the next seven years, 
beginning in Fort Frances 
and moving on to London, 
Southampton and Thunder 
Bay. 

The mastermind behind all 
this was Sir Adam Beck, 
then mayor of London and a 
member of the Ontario Leg- 
islature, whose dream of 
cheap electricity became re- 
ality in 1906 with the forma- 
tion of the Hydro-Electric 
Power Commission, fore- 
runner to today’s mighty 
Hydro One. 

Feared and revered as an 
empire builder, Beck under- 
priced wealthy “power bar- 
ons” of the day and then 
bought their companies as 
the nucleus of Ontario Hy- 
dro which, through his 
“power at cost” policy, cre- 
ated a vast demand and even- 
tually expanded to a complex 
of nuclear and other energy- 


Ontario considers night courts 


working on cases and writ- 


ing their decisions outside 


the courtroom. 

“It’s highly misleading to 
simply check the court- 
rooms and to determine on 
that basis how many hours 
judges are working,” said 
Superior Court Justice 
Gertrude Speigel. 

“We work very long 
days,” and perform outside 
tasks such as case confer- 
ences, pretrial conferences 
and settlement conferences, 
she said. 

A spokesman for Flaherty 
said he didn’t know whether 
the ministry had the author- 
ity to impose night hours on 
judges, but promised the 
province would never unilat- 
erally impose such a plan. 

“It just wouldn't happen 
that way,” said Brendan 
Crawley. “There would ob- 
viously be consultation.” 

Speigel said such a 
change had no precedent in 
the province, and just how 
it would be implemented was 
unclear, but added that “ulti- 
mately, the decision lies with 
the chief justices.” 

Some lawyers supported 
Flaherty’s night court pro- 
posal. 

Criminal lawyer Alan 
Young said there was room 
to lengthen hours without 
overextending judges, noting 
that some already work well 
beyond what is expected. 

“T think we might be 
shocked to find there are 
some judges working 24/7 
and there are other judges 
that are putting in three or

generating resources.

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A Salute to the Trapper 


Furbearers are an impor- 
tant part of Ontario’s abun- 
dant wildlife.. Twenty-three 
species of furbearers occur 
in our province, occupying 
forests and fields from the 
southernmost tip to the far- 
thest northern regions. These 
furbearers also represent an 
important natural resource, 
which is harvested on a sus- 
tainable basis by over eleven 
thousand licensed trappers. 
This harvest in its raw form 
was valued at over 
$11,000,000 in the 1997/98 
season. The economic 
spinoff of secondary 
processing and manufactur- 
ing, including fur garments 
and crafts, is immense. The 
harvest is destined for export 
outside the province and the 
country contributing favour- 
able to Ontario’s, and Cana- 
da’s, balance of trade. The 
net economic effect of raw 
wild fur sales, secondary 
processing and the injection 
of new dollars into the On- 
tario economy is in excess 
of one hundred million dol- 
lars annually. To ensure the 
continuation of a traditional 
harvest and a way of life for 
Ontario’s trappers, as well 
as the economic benefits to 
all of Ontario's citizens, care- 
ful management of the wild 
fur resource is required. 

The Ontario Fur Manag- 
ers Federation works in close 
co-operation with the imple- 
mentation of the Wild Fur 
Program. All prospective 
trappers must successfully 
complete the Fur Harvest, 
Fur Management and Con- 
servation Course as a man- 
datory prerequisite of obtain- 
ing a trapping license. Trap- 
per numbers are controlled 
on Crown Land through a 
registered trapline system 
that makes one trapper re- 
sponsible for a parcel of land 
(a trapline). On private land, 
resident trappers must have 
MNR authorization and land- 
owner permission to set 
traps. The professionalism 
of Ontario’s trappers, 
through training, licensing 
and regulation ensures that 
the wild fur harvest is con- 
ducted on a sustainable ba- 
sis. In fact, no species of 
furbearer in Ontario is threat- 
ened or endangered. Noone 
is more concerned than On- 
tario’s trappers that healthy 
and thriving furbearer 
populations continue - they 
are, after all, our bread and 


butter. Trappers are often the 
first to notice and to sound 
the alarm if furbearer 
populations decline, or if dis- 
eases in wildlife populations 
become apparent. Ontario's 
trappers work in close con- 
sultation with MNR, and pro- 
vide important samples for 
furbearer studies aimed at 
such things as determining 
population sta- 
tus, species 
health and age 
and sex ratios. 
Trappers are 
the original, 
and still, prac- 
tising conser- 
vationists. 
Working 
in co-opera- 
tion with the 
public 
Wild 
furbearers are 
a valuable pub- 
lic resource, 
providing 
sources of in- 
come and en- 
joyment to 
Ontario’s citi- 
zens. How- 
ever, occasion- 
ally problem 
wildlife represents a threat to 
people and/or their property. 
Flooding of roads, railways 
and property by beaver, rac- 
coons taking up residence in 
attics and sheds, and black 
bears entering towns are typi- 
cal examples. In these in- 
stances, trappers and their 
skills are often called upon to 
remove problem animals in 
urban settings. Live trapping 
and release is conducted 
where practicable. However, 
uncontrolled release of wild- 
life may contribute to the 
spread of disease, and due 
caution must be exercised. 
Also, urban wildlife released 
into unfamiliar surroundings 
is at greater risk of predation 
and starvation. Ontario's 
trappers, through a sustain- 


able harvest of wild 
furbearers, help ensure 
healthy and abundant 


furbearer populations for all 
citizens to enjoy. Problem 
wildlife control by profes- 
sional trappers reduces 
threats to life, health and 
property. 

Working in co-opera- 
tion with the agricultural 
community

damage to corn crops, and 
other problem wildlife activ- 
ity costs Ontario's agrivul- 
tural community and the 
public purse millions of dol- 
lars annually. The OFMF. in 
conjunction with its mem- 
ber Trappers Councils and 
the MNR, is here to help. 
OFMF and MNR are com- 
piling a list of trained and li- 


censed trappers who are 
available to handle wildlife 
problems. OFMF only re- 
fers member trappers be- 
cause they are fully covered 
by third party liability insur- 
ance. 

Farmers who are expe- 
riencing wildlife damage 
or predation problems 
should contact their MNR 
District Office, the OFMF, 
or a local Trappers Council 
in their area. Every attempt 
will be made to find a trap- 
per who can deal with the 
problem in a timely manner. 
The Ontario Fur Managers 
Federation and its member 
trappers share an affinity 
with those who harvest 
crops and livestock. Con- 
sultation and co-operation 
can help avoid or resolve 
problem animal occur- 
rences.

Between January 12 and 
13, Grade 9 students across 
)ntario will be participating 
n their first ever provincial 
issessment in Mathematics. 

The assessment by the 
3ducation Quality Assess- 
nent Office is a snapshot of 
student learning and the 
Hastings and District School 
Board will use the results as 
yne of its tools to monitor 
student achievement and de- 
velop classroom programs 
‘o improve student learning. 

The Grade 9 assessment 
of Mathematics involves 
multiple choice questions, 
short answer items and ex- 
tended response tasks. 

It is being administered in 
January 2001 for first-se- 
mester students and June 
2001 for full-time and sec- 
ond semester students. 

The 170 minute assess- 
ment is administered over a 
three or five day schedule 
during regular class time. 

As with the Grades 3 and 
6 assessments, the purpose 
of the Grade 9 assessment 
of Mathematics is to identify 
strengths and areas for im- 
provement in student learn- 
ing. Success on the assess- 
ment is not a diploma re- 
quirement. 

Individual, school, board 
and provincial reports will be 
generated after marking in is 


completed July 2001 and are

expected to be made public 
in October 2001. 
“Teachers may also use 
the opportunity that this as- 
sessment provides to mark 
some components of the as- 
sessment and include the re- 
sults as an additional piece 
of information in students’ 
final Grade 9 Mathematics 
marks,” says Curriculum 
Co-ordinator, Linda Wilson. 
“However, the assess- 
ment is a snapshot of stu- 
dent learning in the Grade 9 
academic or applied Math- 
ematics programs and 
should not be seen as the sin- 
gle source of information on 
achievement in that program.

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_KPR Board ratifies deal 
with high school teachers 


Six months of 
talks culminates 
in agreement 


Peterborough - After six 
months of negotiations, a 
deal has been struck between 
the Kawartha Pine Ridge Dis- 
trict School Board and its 
920 full-time high school 
teachers. 

The School Board ratified 
the new, one-year contract 
with the District 14 of On- 
tario Secondary School 
Teachers Federation over the 
weekend. OSSTF members 
had ratified the contract the 
week before. 

Negotiating teams for 
both sides had reached a ten- 
tative agreement Dec. 21 
following six months of 
talks. The approved contract 
is retroactive to Sept. 1, 
2000 and expires Aug. 31. 
2001. 

The agreement includes a 
1.95 per cent increase effec- 
tive Sept. | with an addi- 
tional 1.4 per cent increase 
April 1. 

Other highlights include: 

* each teacher teaching 
6.5 periods out of eight per 
year, plus spending another 
.17 period working with stu- 
dents in the teacher advisory 
program; 

* each teacher being as- 
signed 30 half periods of 
supervision in a school year, 
except wher teaching four 


periods our of four -

additional ten half periods 
may be assigned if required: 

* high school teachers 


assuming 100 per cent of . 


their long-term disability in- 
surance premiums effective 
Feb. 1; 

* a more streamlined 
process for assigning staff 
in-secondary schools; 

* improvements to the 
drug benefits formula, which 
determines which medica- 
tions are covered; and, 

* the establishment of a 
working committee to ex- 
amine benefits programs to 
ensure cost effectiveness.

We are fortunate to have 
high quality teachers who 
have faced an unprecedented 
amount of change over the 
last few years,” said Board 
Chair Bob Willsher. 

“This new agreement pro- 
vides some welcome stabil- 
ity to students, parents, staff 
and the community for the 
rest of the school year,” Mr. 
Willsher added. 

“That is good news.” 

“It also meets the require- 
ments of provincial legisla- 
tion,” he said. 

Mr. Willsher offered his

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Astronomers Find Monster Embryonic Star 


Astronomers studying ra- 
dio waves in space say they 
have found a monster em- 
bryonic star in the constel- 
lation Onion that might have 
the potential to form planets. 

Scientists have identified 


_ dozens of possible planets 


outside our solar system, but 
all are believed to be orbiting 
stars about the mass of the 
Sun. This is the first time as- 
tronomers have spotted a so- 
called protostar that has 
about 10 times the Sun’s 
mass. 


The sign that planets 
might be possible around the 
ostar -- known to-scien- 
tists as G192.16-3.82 and lo- 
cated some 6,000 light years 
from Earth -- is the presence 
of a disk of dust and gas cir- 
cling it. A light year is about

6 trillion miles, the distance 
light travels in a year. 
This feature, called an ac- 


cretion disk, has about the- 


same diameter as our solar 
system, according to scien- 
tists at the National Radio 
Astronomy Observatory 
(NRAO) in New Mexico. In 
the case of stars like our 
Sun, planets coalesce from 
material in the disk. 

Astronomers have never 
seen accretion disks around 
such big developing stars be- 
fore because star formation 
is generally shrouded in mo- 
lecular gas and regular opti- 
cal telescopes cannot see 
through the space murk. 
Even the orbiting Hubble 
Space Telescope could not 
make out the details. 

But radio waves do pen- 
etrate the clouds, and that is 
what Debra Shepherd and 
her colleagues at NRAO 
used to observe the evolv- 
ing space system. 

Planets Possible, But 
Never Detected Before 

Shepherd did not rule out 
the possibility of Earth-type 
planets forming in this case, 
but'noted that such phenom- 
ena had not been seen be- 
fore. 

“We have never detected 
planets around a star this size 
where life might be a viable 
option,” Shepherd told re- 
porters Monday at the an- 
nual meeting of the Ameri- 
can Astronomical Society in 
San Diego. 

“Part of that is because 
massive stars are too rare for

mass systems,” she said. 
“This is the first one where 
an accretion disk the sizé of 
our solar system, the actual 
powering source of the flow, 
has been detected.” 

“Flow” refers to jets of 
material that are being flung 
outward from the top and 
bottom of the protostar. An 
artist’s conception of the dis- 
covery -- available online at 
http:/www.nrao.edu/pr 
bigysodisk.huml -- shows the 
outflow as two blue funnel- 
shaped jets. 

At the center of the pic- 
ture is the protostar sur- 
rounded by a rainbow-hued 
accretion disk. Just outside 
the disk is a small compan- 
ion star about the mass of 
the Sun, and circling it all is 
a huge donut-shaped ring of 
dust known as a torus. Ma- 
terial in the torus serves as a 
kind of reservoir for the de- 
veloping star. 

There is another Sun- 
mass star far to the left in 
the artist's rendering, with its 
own accretion disk and 
much-narrower blue jets of 
material spewing outward. 

As stars go, this one is a 
baby, perhaps 200,000 years 
old and is likely to stay in this 
developing stage for another 
100,000 years or so. 

However, scientists’ abil- 
ity to probe its development 
and the evolution of other 
similarly massive protostars 
is likely to improve as radio 
astronomy improves in the

Elk Introduced to Bancroft 


The Bancroft/North Hast- 
ings area has received an- 
other 50 elk from Alberta, 
for a total of 120 in the past 
year, under Ontario’s ongo- 
ing Elk Restoration Project. 

“We've re-introduced 379 
elk to Ontario over the past 
three years,” said Natural 
Resources Minister John 
Snobelen, “This major res- 
toration effort would not be 
possible without the tremen- 
dous support of local groups 
and partners.” 

All the elk are from Elk 
Island National Park, near 
Edmonton, the largest wild- 
life enclosure in Canada. 

The park, in cooperation 
with the Canadian Food In- 
spection Agency (CFIA), 
operates the most rigorous 
elk disease management pro- 
gram in North America. 

All the animals are tested 
and certified free of bovine

before they are shipped to 
Ontario. 

When they arrive, the elk 
are kept enclosed until they 
adjust to their new surround- 
ings.

THE BOOT DRIVE

The Boot Drive, a yearly 
fundraising initiative spon- 
sored by the Centre Hastings 
Fire Department, seems to 
be one of the most popular, 
and easiest of the fundraising 
events, currently delivered 
by our fire fighters. 

For those not familiar 
with a Boot Drive, it is quite 
simple.

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14 -- and makes a point of 
talking to them about the sort 
of conduct portrayed... 

“This whole move to- 
wards being very up-front 
with authority doesn’t come 
from the kids,” says Kalman. 
“The kids are acting it out 
and they have less skill than 
we do to edit. They don’t 
know when to use it and 
when not to use it.” 

Rettig said from Ottawa 
that anyone watching just 
five minutes of pro wrestling 
on TV will get a real eye- 
opener “about the very de- 
grading way in which peo- 
ple treat each other and the 
way they depict women. It’s 
unbelievable.” 

The time spent on a com- 
puter keyboard may affect 
the “ability to interact and in- 
terrelate with other chil- 
dren;” says Rettig, who wor- 
ries about long-term isolat- 
ing effects. 

Pat Waters who conducts 
workshops on teens and 
families in Montreal, says 
parents want children to be 
assertive but youngsters 
don’t know where to draw 
the line. 

Parents are often mixed 
up, too, she says. 

“That's where we're hav- 
ing a problem.

Simard says when the 
university sought a new rec- 
tor a few years ago, one can- 
didate addressed a noontime 
audience of academics -- half 
of whom ignored elemen- 


tary rules of politeness by 
munching their lunch during 
the speech. 

“IT was astonished,” she 
says. “It’s not only the 
young who should examine 
their conduct. It's the adults, 
too.” 
“Kids tend to question. 
things more nowadays.” 
says Laura-Lee Kowal, di- 
rector of Children Come 
First, a Calgary service deal- 
ing with youngsters aged 
from six years to 12. 

The service keeps kids 
busy in before-and-after- 
school hours when their par- 
ents are otherwise occupied. 

“I don’t believe there’s a 
huge lack of politeness,” 
says Kowal, who feels par- 
ents and other family mem- 
bers should get more directly 
involved in day-to-day child- 
raising.

Part of first youth expedition | 


‘to great southern continent #

Asphodel-Norwood - 
Antarctica is(the ultimate 
geographic paradox: a fierce 
and unforgiving environment 
whose very beauty en- 
trances and often defies de- 
scription 

And it was to the great 
southern continent ("a huge 
frozen desert”) -- the fifth 
Rar; on the planet and 
Shome to 70 per cent of the 
‘Ss tresh water that 
Justin Tighe of Norwood 
District High School and 50 
other high school students 
from across Canada (includ 
ing three others from the 
Kawartha Pine Ridge School 
Board) travelled during the 
Christmas break 

Justin was part of the Stu 
dents On Ice expedition, the 
first youth expedition to the 
Antarctica, which spent 
nearly two weeks travelling 
and studying amongst the 
scores of islands which dot 
the Antarctica Peninsula -- 
leaving their floating home 
base on the 328 ft. Marine 
Discovery. an amphibious 
university of sorts, and hop- 
ping into zodiac boats for 
extraordinary excursions. 

“It was pretty over- 
whelming.” Justin said of 
this amazing millennium- 
starting expedition which in- 
cluded a special “Ritz New 
Year” celebration after land- 
ing at Aitcho Island and be- 
ing greeted by rookeries of 
Chinstrap and Gentoo pen- 
guins and elephant seals. 

The “Ritz New Year" is a 
tribute to the way she heroic 
Shackleton expedition spent 
New Year's eve 1914 on the 
great continent. (Jonathon 
Shackleton, the explorer’s 
cousin, was part of the Stu- 
dents On Ice team). . 

“Nobody wanted to 
come home,” he said of the 
13-day journey, “We asked 
the captain to tum the boat 
around on the way home. 

“It was just an amazing 
group of students to be with.

He figures his work ex- 
perience as a Ranger in 
Algonquin Park during the 
summer, where he was in 
“close quarters” with 25 peo- 
ple he had never met before.

The next thing he knew 
his portfolio had been ac- 
cepted and was off to the 


Board for a “studént-can-> 


tered” interview where he 
talked about items in the 
portfolio and made a pres- 
entation on why he though 
he deserved to go join Stu- 
dents On Ice. 

“It is really part of what I 
want to do when I get out 
of school,” Justin says of his 
interest in marine biology and 
zoology. 

The fact that the expedi- 


. tion included some of the top 


biologists and glaciologists in 
the world only sharpened his 
desire to join the group. 
Once he was chosen, 
Justin received a pre-trip 
binder that included every- 
thing from itinerary informa- 
tion and packing lists tocam- 


Discovery. 

They covered everything 
from flora fauna and Antare- 
tica exploration to 
geomorphology. the politics 
of Antarctica and global cli- 
mate. 

On the ship, lectures cov- 
ered such subjects as Cana- 
dian explorers in Antarctica, 
the Southern Ocean, human 
impact on Antarctica, the 
science of Antarctica and 
environmental issues like 
over-fishing, eco-tourism 
and ozone depletion. 

Justin flew from Toronto 
to New York City on Dec. 
27 and joined up with the full 
contingent (students and the 
30 scientists and teacher- 
chaperons). From New York 
they girded themselves for 
the “long, long 12 hour flight” 
to Buenos Aires, Argentina 
where they had a quick tour 
of the city and a big dinner 
at a restaurant. 

“Eating is a big, big thing 
down there,” Justin recalled. 

From Buenos Aires they 
flew 2,000 Kilometres to 
Ushuaia, the capital of Terra 
del Fuego. The arrived on 
Dec, 29 in this remarkably 
youthful community that bills 
itself as the most southerly 
city in the world. 

“It is quite the place,” 
Justin said, “We just dropped 
out Of the clouds and sud- 
denly you are surrounded by 
mountains.” 

The city. 1200 km from 
Antarctica, lies beneath the 
glacial peaks of the Montes 
Martial and across from the

PhotolJustn Tighe 
that there could be big 
waves,” Justin added. 

“I was extremely happy 
to discover that I don’t get 
sea-sick.” 

Their first landing was at 
Aitcho Island in the South 
Shetlands and they spent 
New Year's morning on 
Gourdin Island where they 
climbed up a hill fighting a 
wind that was so fierce that 
it could knock them down. 

In a website journal en- 
try, Megan Young of Bel- 
leville said “it was insane 
with penguins being blown 
around and everyone being 
very careful not to lose any- 

thing out of their packs” be- 
cause they were always 
aware of the pristine nature 
of the landscape they ex- 
plored. 

They were constantly 
moving around the islands, 
Justin says, joining the sci- 
entists in the zodiacs watch- 
ing the hundreds of thou- 
sands of penguins (they saw 
7 different kinds of pen- 
guins), seals, a variety of 
whales and birds. 

One biologist they spent 
time with was collecting krill 
and plankton which abounds 
and draws a variety of ani- 
mals to the Antarctica wa- 
ters. Fish, seals and whales 
harvest the krill and plank- 
ton. Fauna exists in over- 
whelming numbers in Ant- 
arctica, particularly during 
the brief austral summer 
when penguins breed and 
feed. 

Another scientist, Justin 
said, was measuring the pen- 
etration of UV rays at differ- 
ent water depths. 

They were trying to de- 
termine how plankton was 
being moved around by cur- 
rents, measuring water tem- 
perature and looking to see 

if plankton was being dam- 
aged by UV rays, Justin ex- 
plained. 


“There is a lot of mixing 
going on in the water table. 
The plankton was being 
brought to the surface then 
pushed back down and were 


| being exposed. They don't 


know if they have had 
enough time to recover be- 
fore being brought up again.” 

Omithologist taught them 
about different species of 
birds and geologists talked to 
them about how the (mostly 
volcanic) islands had been 
formed. 

Justin was thrilled by their 
zodiac trip to an “iceberg 
graveyard” -- shallow places 
where icebergs get stuck on 
the bottom. 

“They were huge in size 
and form big mazes,” he said. 
They were able to get close 
enough to touch the icebergs 

and saw a pad of Minkee 
whales in the water and seals

on the ice flows. 

They also visited the 
Ukrainian Vernadsky re- 
search station on the 
Lamaire Channel. It special- 
izes in atmospheric studies 
and was where the world’s 
first ozone research was 
done.

They also stopped at the 
haunting Whaler’s Bay at 
Deception Island with its 
memorial cairns and cem- 
etery relics of early- century 
whaling operations. . 

And with 500,000 
Chinstrap penguin wit- 
nesses, they went swim-' 
ming in the sea at Deception 
Island earning their stripes as 
members of the Antarctica 
Swim Team. The students 
dug holes in the sand that 
would fill up with 
geothermically heated water 
to take the chill off their po- 
lar plunging. 

This was their final full 
day i in the Antarctica -- spent 
in the southern-most reach 
of the Shetland Islands; a 
collapsed volcanic cone 
transformed into an island 
ruled by penguins. 

That evening the group

discussed global warming 
and climate change and 
worked away at their Youth 
Charter on the Antarctica. 

Justin says they were able 
to land on the continent it- 
self, hiking up a glacier with 
a geologist who drilled ice 
cores. 

By studying the long shaft

10-A 
can analyze glaciers over 
periods of tens of thousands 
of years. 

“The air is trapped in the 
ice so you can tell what the 
atmosphere was like, what 


the snowfall was like just by . 


looking at different layers of 
ice. 

He said they could dis- 
cover just about anything 
about the ancient climate 
studying the ice cores. 

“Everything that happens 
in the world you can see a 
response in the Antarctica. 
It is really a sensitive place.” 

Justin said they saw a 
blizzard, with a whiteout, 
“which is really, really rare 
because they don’t usually 
get a lot of snow. 

“If they do get a lot of 
snow it can kill penguins 
because they can’t nest on 
snow because it will kill the 
eggs.” 

Penguins, he says, use 
mounds of pebbles to build 
a nest.

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Canada Still the Best Place 


Canada exceeds target immigration levels in 2000, highest in seven years 


Canada landed more im- 
migrants last year than it has 
for nearly a decade, actually 
exceeding its targets after 
two years of failing to even 
come close. Preliminary 
numbers prepared by the 
Citizenship and Immigration 
Department indicate more 
than 226,500 newcomers 
arrived last year - the high- 
est total in seven years. 
There was no breakdown 
available on the country of 
origin or class of immigrant. 

The numbers bring the 
Liberals a step closer to their 
election platform promise - 
one recycled from their 1993 
platform - to boost immigra- 
tiorli levels so they reach one 
per cent of the population 
each vear. the minister said 
in an interview. 

“The first step to that 1s 
achieving the levels that you 
set cach year. So this is a 
very important first step.” 


“Elinor Caplan said. 


*'This vear 18 the first year 
that we've achieved the lev 
els in several years... . but 
our goal i. to move toward 
one per cept, ensuring that 
all regions of the country 
henefit.” 

For the last three vears. 
the government has set a tar- 
get of admitting between 
200,000 and 225,000 landed 
immigrants and refugees to 
increase the workforce and 
make up for a declining birth 
rate. 

In 1998 and 1999, major 
backlogs and the Asian mar- 
ket crisis contributed to fail- 
ure to meet the targets. 

But new money in last 
February's budget. and the 
minister's push to make land- 
ings a priority, tumed things 
around for 2000. 

Caplan would not reveal 
whether the new numbers 
mean target levels she'll an- 
nounce later this year will be 
higher, saying consultations 
must be done first. 

In a wide-ranging imter- 
view, Caplan also said the 
long-awaited overhaul of the 
Immigration Act - which 
died on the order paper at the 
election call - will be a top 
priority in the coming ses- 
sion. . 

It will be tabled this year 
with some changes pro- 
posed by critics - changes 
she wouldn't discuss be- 
cause they first have to go 
to cabinet. 

“| would say that we've 
test-driven the legislation,” 
she said. “I've listened and I 
will be proposing changes.” 

Caplan did promise to 
slarify a section of the legis- 
lation that critics worried 
meant anent residents 
could continually be moni- 
tored after winning their sta- 
tus. 

Critics had other prob- 
lems with the bill: that it 
leaves too much power in the 
hands of bureaucrats, and 
that it wipes out appeal op- 
portunities for criminals or- 
dered out of the country. 

“Access to the refugee 
determination system is one 


_ of the really big ones, what 


they're proposing would put 


Canada at risk of violating its 
international obligations to 


protect refugees,” said Janet - 


Dench of the Canadian 
Council for Refugees. 

The council is also wor- 
ried about the bill's heavy 
emphasis on enforcement, 
keeping some migrants out, 
rather than bringing them in 
- and the fact that it leaves 
much to be decided through 
regulation. 

Caplan is also hoping the 
Citizenship Act will be tabled 


this year, but that’s lower on 


the priority list, she’said. 

She also revealed she has 
a plan in the works to better 
ensure doctors who check 
potential immigrants for dis- 
eases are doing their jobs 
properly. 


A Hamilton man who. 


came to Canada from the 
Deminican Republic has in- 
fected nearly 100 others with 
drug-resistant tuberculosis, 
and is now suing the depart- 
ment for allowing him into 
the country. 

A department investiga- 
tion revealed that a Canadian 
doctor in the Dominican Re- 
public misread Gaspare 
Benjamin‘s chest x-ray and 
declared him non-conta- 
gious. 

Caplan also said officials 
would soon get clear guide- 
lines on how to prove the 
identity of refugees who en- 
ter Canada without docu- 
ments. 

The guidelines will be 
based on a deal brokered by 
the Federal Court between 
the department and members 
of the Somali community in 
Ottawa who said the rules on 
ID were discriminatory and 
left them in limbo, unable to 
become landed immigrants. 


The deal allows refugees 


who arrive here without ID 
identification | 


to prove 
through affidavits signed by 
credible organizations. 

But the Canadian Council 
of Refugees is concerned the 
guidelines will still allow of- 
ficers too much discretion. 

“We're still waiting to see 
how it comes out in prac- 
tice, and what kind of moni- 
toring there is to ensure that 
they are in fact implemented 
in a consistent and sensitive 
way,” said Dench of the 
council. 

Caplan said she expects 
officers to use discretion 
within “clear and appropri- 
ate guidelines” and that they 
will get training. 

The minister declined to 
discuss recent reports that 
Canada has agreed to take in 
Palestinian refugees who 
would be denied a return to 
Israel in the event of a 
Mideast peace deal. 

She did say the depart- 
ment w6uld respond if the 
government makes such a 
decision, but she wouldn't 
say how many refugees 
Canada could take in. 

She also wouldn't com- 
ment on the case of Helmut 
Oberlander, who was found 
last year to have failed to dis- 
close his role as an inter- 
preter with the Nazis when 
he applied to come to Canada 
in 1954. 

Critics have called on 
Caplan to revoke his citizen- 
ship and have him deported, 
but that has yet to happen. 

Caplan said everyone de- 
serves due process. 

“Due process takes time. 
And I think we're all frus- 
trated that it sometimes takes 
too long.”

Water Works 


After several months of 
public consultations, the 
Ontario government has 
been left to grapple with a 
wide diversity of opinion on 
whether it should regulate 
the province’s small water- 
works. In the aftermath of 
the Walkerton E. coli trag- 
edy, the province imple- 
mented tougher new regula- 
tions for large drinking-wa- 
ter systems in August, but 
those rules don’t apply to 
thousands of smaller water- 
works. 

That means they aren't 
subject td the stringent and 
expensive testing and treat- 
ment demanded of larger wa- 
terworks. 

“Nobody wants to see 
overkill,” says Doug Harper, 
the Environment Ministry di- 
rector in charge of the pub- 
lic consultations. 

“It’s got to be something 
that does the job without 
making people jump hurdles 
that aren't reasonable.” 

The ministry has received 
more than 100 submissions 
and held four well-attended 
workshops across the prov- 
ince in recent months. 

Opinions range from 
“regulate the hell out of 
them” to doing absolutely 
nothing “and every flavour 
in between,” says Harper. 

“Do nothing, I don’t see 
as an option.” 

Among other things, wa- 


More than 186,000 new 
jobs were created in Ontario 
in 2000, and Premier Mike 
Harris said Wednesday he re- 
mains optimistic about the 
economy despite several 
warning signs. In one of his 
first speeches of 2001, the 
premier said his Tory gov- 
ernment would continue to 
make job creation its top pri- 
ority. 

“We must not become 
complacent, the world’s 
economy is constantly 
changing,” he said. 

“Every day brings new 
economic challenges and op- 
portunities. That’s why we 
will take all necessary steps 
to protect the gains that 
we've already made and to 
move forward to an even 
more prosperous future.” 

According to Statistics 
Canada, Ontario was home 
to 186,400 new part-time 
and full-time jobs last year. 
That’s about 12,000 fewer 
jobs than were created the 
year before. 

Harris said new jobs and 
continued erity are nec- 
essary to produce the cash 
for new hospitals, schools to 
protect the most vulnerable 
in society and strengthen en- 
vironmental protection. 

But dark clouds are as- 
sembling on Canada’s eco- 
nomic horizon. 

A recent report from the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of 
Commerce cut the country’s 
expected growth rate by al- 
most half to 1.6 per cent for 
the year. 

Canada’s economy sits 
“amidst the calm before the 
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terworks are considered 
“small” if they supply fewer 
than 50,000 litres a day and 
serve fewer than six resi- 
dences. : 

No.one knows exactly 
how many of them supply 
drinking water to the public, 
but they number in the thou- 
sands. 

Generally found in rural 
areas, they supply drinking 
water to the public in board- 
ing houses, restaurants, tour- 
ist lodgings, assembly halls, 
churches, outdoor recrea- 
tion facilities, gas stations 
and shopping centres.

But in the wake of 
Walkerton, most people rec- 
ognize the need for some 
kind of rules, says Harper. 

“If we did this a year ago, 
people would say, “What the 
devil are you up to?’ People 
(now) understand the con- 
text. 

“The whole Walkerton 
thing has sensitized (peo-

inevitable storm,” Jeffrey 
Rubin the bank’s chief 
economist, wrote in his 
January analysis. 

With an American eco- 
nomic slowdown in full 
swing and difficult times 
ahead predicted for the auto 
sector, the Ontario economy 
is also susceptible. 

But Harris said even the 
most pessimistic economists 
are not predicting a recession 
in Ontario. 

And he said his govern- 
ment agenda of lower taxes 
and creating new jobs would 
not change whether the 
economy was thriving or 
slowing. © 

“They are the same poli- 
cies that we need to make 
sure that if the economy in 
Canada slows a little, or if 
the economy in North 
America slows a little, that 
Ontario is still on the high end 
of that.” 

And he said the province 
must remain competitive in 
its tax, regulations and laws 
to keep companies from 
closing or downsizing On- 
tario plants. 

Harris said Canada’s larg- 
est province would compete 
“if not ona level playing field, 
then on a playing field that’s 
tilted in our favour, so we 
need to keep working to 
those objectives.” 

Catherine Swift, president 


‘of the Canadian Federation 


of Independent Business, 
also doubted that Ontario 
was heading into a recession. 

And even if it happened, 
Swift said the province was 
to withstand 
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But Shelley Petrie of the 
Toronto Environmental Alli- 
ance says she found it “a lit- 
tle discouraging” after at- 
tending one of the consulta- 
tion workshops. 


The province should in- 


stead be looking-at laws to 
protect drinking-water 
sources, she says, because 
any attempt at forcing small 
waterworks into expensive 
testing and,treatment of their 
water could kill the busi- 
nesses they supply. 

Newman says he’s keep- 
ing an open mind as to how 
the government might pro- 
ceed, but notes it’s an issue 
that “affects everyone in the 
province.” 

That’s one reason he 
wants a strong “public edu- 
cation” component involved. 

Whether they live in a ru- 
ral area or simply stop to gas 
up and have a drink of wa- 
ter somewhere, people have 
to understand what’s at 
stake, he says. 

That might mean some- 
thing as simple as requiring 
signs to be posted that the 
water hasn't been tested or 
treated. 

At the end of the day, you 
have to be able to look at 
what facilities are able to 
do,” he says. 

“But at the same time, 
how do we protect the pub- 
lic?”

“I'd be most worried in 
Ontario about what’s going 
on in the auto sector, from 
what we’ve seen,” she said. 

But she said Ontario’s 
economy is more diverse 
than it was during the last 
recession and the province’s 
small businesses still have a 
bright outlook for at least the 
next year. 

“Our members are very 
good predictors of what goes 
on in the economy .. . and 
we don’t see a lot of hor- 
rific economic situations 
coming down the road.” 

Even the Canadian Auto 
Workers, the country’s larg- 
est private sector union, was 
playing down talk of a re- 
cession. 

Jim Stanford, the union’s 
chief economist, said it ap- 
peared that a lot of people 
don’t understand the differ- 
ence between a slow-down 
and a recession. 

“We all knew the U.S. 
economy was slowing and 
probably had to slow,” 
Stanford said. 

But there are no statistics 


to suggest a recession, he © 
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Things are even brighter 
in Canada, where a con- 
sumer and public sector 
economy are both at decade- 
long highs. 

And Stanford said the 
auto sector will likely see 
production declines of about 
10 per cent this year, but 
that’s compared to levels of
